OBSERVATIONS: 

MY PARTNER, OFFICER A. NUNEZ, AND | HAD RESPONDED AS A BACK UP UNIT 
ON A RADIO CALL IN THE PUBLIC PARKING LOT LOCATED AT 1715 N. 
CAHUENGA BLVD. AS WE CLEARED WE STARTED TOWARDS THE EXIT ON THE 
WILCOX AVE SIDE OF THE LOT. AS WE WERE STARTING TO EXIT WE YIELDED AT 
THE SIDEWALK LINE TO ALLOW SEVERAL PEDESTRIANS TO CROSS. WE NOTED 
THAT TWO MALES AND TWO FEMALES WERE HOLDING “7-11 SUPER BIG GULP” 
CUPS AND ALL CONTAINED AN AMBER LIQUID WITH FOAM TOPS TO THE LIQUID. 


ONE OF THE MALES, LATER IDENTIFIED AS BOWEN, NATHANIEL COLE, STEPPED 
TOWARDS MY OPEN DRIVERS DOOR WINDOW AND WAS LOOKING TOWARDS 
THE OTHERS CARRYING THEIR ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. BOWEN WAS 
CARRYING A SMALL CHIHUAHUA DOG, AND AS HE STEPPED CLOSE TO MY OPEN 
WINDOW I REACHED OUT TO PET THE DOG WHICH CAUSED BOWEN TO PLACE 
HIS CUP DIRECTLY IN FRONT OF ME. | COULD SMELL THE ODOR OF AN 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE EMITTING FROM BOTH HIM AND THE CUP. | ASKED 
BOWEN WHERE HE WAS FROM AND HE STATED “LANCASTER”. | ADVISED HIM 
THAT IT WAS ILLEGAL TO DRINK ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES IN PUBLIC IN LOS 
ANGELES AND ASKED HIM WHERE HE BOUGHT THE BEER. | THEN ATTEMPTED 
TO STOP THE OTHER FOUR WHO WERE HOLDING ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES IN 
CLEAR “SUPER GULP” CUPS. | EXPLAINED TO THEM THAT IT WAS ILLEGAL TO 
DRINK IN PUBLIC IN THE CITY OF LOS ANGELES AND ALL WERE VERY 
COOPERATIVE AND VOLUNTARILY DISPOSED OF THE ALCOHOL IN THE STREET 
GUTTER. 


SUSPECT BOWEN STEPPED ACROSS WILCOX AVE AND ATTEMPTED TO HIDE HIS 
CUP OF BEER ON A CITY ELECTRIC SWITCH BOX. MY PARTNER FOLLOWED 
BOWEN AND ASKED WHERE HE HID THE BEER. BOWEN RECOVERED THE CUP 
AND STARTED TO DRINK IN FRONT OF MY PARTNER. OFFICER NUNEZ ADVISED 
BOWEN ONE LAST TIME NOT TO DRINK IN PUBLIC AND BOWEN STATED “LET ME 
HAVE A COUPLE OF DRINKS AS YOU ARE GOING TO MAKE ME POUR IT OUT, 
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WHAT ARE YOU GOING TO DO, SLAP IT OUT OF MY HAND?. BOWEN THEN TOOK 
A LONG DRINK FROM THE CUP IN FRONT OF OFFICER NUNEZ. | ADVISED BOWEN 
THAT HE WAS UNDER ARREST FOR A VIOLATION OF 41.27(c ) L.A.M.C. 
DRINKING IN PUBLIC.
